Sierra Madn; Environmental Action Council 
(SMEAC) would like the community to know that 
they did not ma k e a formal proposal or pressure 
the Siefra Madn; City Council to take a definite 
stand on Proposi tions 11 and 12 (those dealing with 
the anti-litter and the nuclear-freeze respectively). 
Instead, they infV )r med the council that SMEAC was 
officially endorsing the two propositions and pre¬ 
sented argumen t.s to support the environmental 
council’s positio' n . Ed. 

Propositions 

With th e glut of information being circu¬ 
lated now (;on(:erning the state ballot mea¬ 
sures, the 113 propositions that are up for the 
vote in the N ov. 2 election, we thought it might 
be conveniei nt for our readers if we summarize 
half of therr i this week and half of them next 
week in this i sd'ltioriai section. 

We woulrj also like to urge all qualified 
voters to do as much homework as possible 
so they will feiel comfortable to vote in the gen¬ 
eral electior iT uesday, Nov. 2. 

Propositio n 1: School Lease-Purchase Bonds 
Should I the state issue $500 million in 
bonds to fir lance school construction? 

The b ond measure would authorize the 
state to ist rue $500 million in bonds to finance 
school coi istruction. Only $150 million would 
be used to refurbish existing facilities. At least 
$350 millir )n would be used to construct new 
facilities. At the maximum 11% interest rate 
and paid off over 20 years, the bonds would 
cost the s< late about $1.1 billion. 

Pro| losition 2; County Jail Bond Act 
Shou Id the state issue $280 million in 
bonds for county Jails? 

Proposition 2 would allow the state to 
issue $28 0 million in bonds for the construction 
of counter jails. Counties awarded funds would 
have to prove their degree of overcrowding, 
whether other types of funding have been ex¬ 
plored, eir d a look into reasonable alternatives 
to jailinig. Counties would have to provide 25% 
of the to tal cost. 

Co!(ts to the state would be $603 million 
over a 2* .'l-year period. 

1 Proposition 3: Veterans Bond Act 
Sh ould the state issue $450 million in 
bonds ‘to help wartime veterans finance homes 
and far ms? 

Th le bond measure would authorize the 
State t o Issue $450 million in general obliga¬ 
tion b onds to continue the Cal-Vet program 
which was started in 1921. The program has 
traditii anally called for the state to acquire 
propel ty which a veteran wishes to buy and to 
resell It to the veteran making a low-interest 
loan. ISince its beginning, the Cal-Vet program 
has bcien entirely self-supporting. 

Proposition 4: Lake Tahoe Bond Act 
S hould the state issue $85 million in bonds 
for th£i purchase of private lands at Lake Tahoe 
to pro'te ct the region's environment? 

TIbl s proposition would authorize the state 
to issuo $85 million in general obligation bonds 
to purchase land in the Tahoe basin to pro¬ 
tect ttie region’s environment. The state would 
financie the purchase of this land from those 
lando wners willing to sell. The total cost for 
the St ate would be $183 million which includes 
inters st. 

Propo sition 5: First-Time Home Buyers Bond Act 
S hould the state sell $200 million in bonds 
to tern porarily lower the interest rates on mort¬ 
gage loams for the first-time home buyers? 

Proposition 5 would allow the state to 
sell $1200 million in general obligation bonds 
to temporarily reduce mortgage loan interest 
rates for first-time home buyers. Lenders would 
be required to cut the interest rate by as much 
as 5% for the first year of the loan. Over the 
next fi ve years, the buyer’s payments would 
increa!:>e until at the end of the sixth year, the 
purchaser would be paying the rate that pre¬ 
vailed at the time of the sale. The buyer would 
be required to take out a second loan with pay¬ 
ments to start after the sixth year. 

Proposition 6: Public Pension Fund Investment 
Should public pension fund managers be 
given more flexibility in making investments? 

This proposition would amend the Consti¬ 
tution to permit the Legislature to enact laws 
allowing public pension fund managers to 
invest as much as 60% of the funds In com¬ 
mon stock. Five percent of these investments 
could be in companies not meeting the size 
and dividend payment requirements.

At Court Treatment 

1 am writing this letter in 
regards to a parking ticket I 
received in Arcadia in Septem¬ 
ber. The violation read, “Par¬ 
king in violation of curb mark¬ 
ing.” red zone. I was parked 
in front of a store in Arcadia 
and was approximately eight 


to ten inches in the red zone. 

1 had slightly misjudged the 
parking place. 

I went to the cashier at Ar¬ 
cadia City Hall and paid the 
$8 fine and asked for a court 
appearance. The clerk set up 
a Trial Date for Oct. 25. On 
Oct. 1,1 realized that I would 
be unable to appear on this 
dale so I called the Santa 
Anita Municipal Court and 
asked if 1 could change the 
date. The clerk said that this 
was not possible, but that I 
could appear in Court on a 
Monday or Wednesday morn¬ 
ing before that date. 

1 went to the Court on Wed¬ 
nesday, Oct. 6, and waited 
my turn to ;see the clerk, who 
pulled my file and said that 
1 should proceed to Division 
11. I had my two-year-old 
daughter with me, as I do not 
have a daytime babysitter. 

1 appeared at the door of the 
courtroom and the bailiff 
said, “Go in and sit down.” 
My daughter and 1 found a 
seat in the crowded courtroom, 
at which point she asked for 
my keys. The bailiff looked 
over and said, “Keep that kid 
quiet.” I picked my daughter 
up to put her on my lap and 
she said, “Mommy.” The 
bailiff again looked over and 
said, “Get out of the court¬ 
room!” 

I was humiliated and puz¬ 
zled. 1 had no idea where to 
go at this point so I went 
back to the clerk who told me 
to get a babysitter. I asked 
to talk to someone else and 
she pointed to the clerk next 
to her. 1 explained my predi¬ 
cament to this lady and she 
told me there was nothing I 


could do, the child would be 
an interference in the court¬ 
room. 

I went back to the hallway 
outside the courtroom to see 
if I could wait for my turn 
and hope that the bailiff would 
call me from the doorway. 

In the meantime a Marshall 
walked up and said, “Whose 
kid is this?” 1 politely replied, 
“She is my daughter.” He 
answered sternly, “Get her 
away from the door.” 

1 don’t think I need to ex¬ 
plain my frustration at this 
point. 1 was in tears, wonder¬ 
ing where justice really lies. 

1 am a law-abiding citizen 
and a devoted mother of three 
young children. 1 would never 
question an offense of which 
I was guilty. I did not hon¬ 
estly feel my citation was valid 
and 1 wanted to have an op¬ 
portunity to present my opi¬ 
nion. I was blatantly denied 
that opportunity at the Santa 
Anita Municipal Court today 
and 1 am very angry and ap¬ 
palled at what the Court calls 
“justice.” I was punished be¬ 
cause 1 am a mother who has 
elected to remain at home with 
her children, trying to show 
them a loving, caring home, 
and teach them the true values 
in life. 

One of the cornerstones of 
the American way of life is 
faith in the judicial system. 
It is a sad commentary on 
that faith when a law-abiding 
citizen is subjected to rude¬ 
ness, when the only desire is 
to explain the facts and give 
an opinion of the situation.

Unfortunately, most of 
us have bought clothes that 
seemed perfect in every way 
— only to have it shrink 
when it was cleaned or laun¬ 
dered. What a disappoint¬ 
ment! Actually, shrinking is 
due primarily to only three 
major causes. 


Longhorn 

CHEESE 


IMPROPER HANDLING: This, though often 
overlooked, is one of the prime causes of shrinkage. 
Especially true of woolens. Most frequent mistake 
made is using too high a temperature, either from 
drying, pressing or the cleaning process. 

STRETCHING IN MANUFACTURE: Little 
known and less suspected, this is a real head¬ 
ache. Who would think that a manufacturer would 
stretch part of the fabric of a dress to cause it to have 
a certain drape or effect? Well, they do and the result 
is painful to behold. Get caught in a rain and the 
drape changes. Have the dress cleaned and the same 
thing results. The fabric simply reverts back to the 
original shape and size. Most of these we can take 
apart and restretch just as the manufacturer did, 
put the pieces back together and it looks as it 
originally did. 

NOT PRE-SHRUNK: This is a major evil. Why, 
is difficult to understand but some manufacturers 
do use fabric without bothering to pre-shrink it. 
FOR THIS YOU DO HAVE A REMEDY. Check 
the labels. If the fabric has been pre-shrunk the label 
will say so. If not, just don’t buy it.

thereby accelerating the exist¬ 
ing arms spiral. This will be 
an effort to guarantee security 
through numerical superiority 
when relative numbers have 
become meaningless, or to 
guarantee a military victory, 
the measure of which will be 
mutual annihilation. 

The nuclear freeze initiative 
calls on the President and Con¬ 
gress “to propose to the Soviet 
Union an immediate mutual 
freeze on the testing, produc¬ 
tion, and deployment of ail 
nuclear weapons, missiles and 
delivery systems.’’ 

Note that it does not call 
for unilateral disarmament. 
It is a modest first step in an 
effort to halt the race towards 
a nuclear catastrophe.

Dr. Robert (Bob) Bell, local 
veterinarian and the 1982 re¬ 
cipient of the “Arcadia Citi¬ 
zen of the Year” award, wa.s 
born and raised in Indiana. 
He attended Purdue University 
as an undergraduate and ob¬ 
tained his veterinary degree 
from Purdue’s Veterinary 
School. 

In 1965 he moved to Cali¬ 
fornia where he began prac¬ 
ticing veterinary medicine. He 
currently has offices in Pasa¬ 
dena and Monrovia. 

When asked what his most 
unusual patient has been to 
date. Bell recalled a past asso¬ 
ciation with the “Los Angeles 
Anteater Institute” whose pur¬ 
pose was to help develop the 
giant anteater’s capabilities for 
surviving in captivity. “The 
giant anteater is the size of a 
large dog with powerful fore¬ 
arms and large claws,” he 
explained. 

Three years ago Bell found¬ 
ed “Parent Alert,” an orga¬ 
nization whose purpose is to 
make parents in Arcadia aware 
of the use of drugs and alco¬ 
hol by adolescents. “We try 
to educate parents to educate 
their kids and we also work 
with the school district to in¬ 
stitute an effective curriculum 
to prevent adolescent drug 
abuse,” he stated. 

Both Bell and his wife, Ruth, 
conduct a bi-monthly parent 
support group They meet 
with parents whose children 
are currently taking drugs, 
and offer them a problem¬ 
solving approach.
